Overworked? Striking Air Controllers Had It Easy! |

Before they walked off their jobs, 
America's air traffic controllers com- 
plained they were overworked — but in 
fact the average controller was spend- 
ing just four hours a day, and some- 
times less, tracking airplanes, a star- 
tling government report reveals. 

And the rest of the time, pampered con- 
trollers lounged around in plush rooms 
stocked with books, TVs, couches and drink 
machines, according to the General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO) study, done before 
the strike. 

"The controllers made the statement they 
were working excessive times — and we found 


out they were actually working 40 to 50 percent of 
their eight-hour day," said Thomas Reese, group 
director of the Community and Economic De- 
velopment Division of the САО. : 

"| think the controllers now ante the 
strike) are working more. There is a ready room 
in every facility, and that's where most of the 
controllers spend their time away from their op- 
era ition." 

EM Suter, executive vice president of 
the National Taxpayers United of Illinois, 
charged, “It's very clear the controllers who 
were on the job before the strike were not work- 
ing very hard. 

“They were spending half their working day 
doing nothing! It's just extortion that they want 
more money and fewer hours."
